ANNALS OF SEA ENRICHED 
WITH STORY OF HEROISM 


Crew of 40 Rescued From Burning Spanish 
Freighter Off New York. 


NEW YORK, March B .-(A P )—A new story of heroism was 
added to the annals of the sea today in the rescue of the crew of 40 
off the fire-swept Spanish freighter, Cabo Hatteras, 150 miles off 
N fv ’York. 
The Cabo Torres, sister ship of the doomed vessel, emerged 
from the night to range itself alongside the burning ship when the 
nearest aid was believed miles away. 
How the crew was picked up from their storm-tossed life boats 
after they had abandoned their ship, was tersely told in a radio 
message. The Cabo Torres stood by the burning ship through the 
night in hope of salvaging her today. 
i 
“S. 0. S.—Make all speed, we are afire,” was the first message 
that cam.e through the air shortly before 5 o’clock yesterday after­ 
noon. A dozen vessels rushed to her aid. 
The call for help,continued for about 20 minutes. 
After two 
hours came the message: 
“Life boats picked up with 13 men, it was sent by the Cabo 
Torres.” 
The air again became silent. The Washington Maru, however, 
was speeding to the position given by the burning ship and covered 
the 26 ipiles in about three hours. Her news, however, proved dis­ 
quieting. 
“Have arrived at position of Cabo Hatteras but can find noth­ 
ing,” aim wirelessed. 
A wait of almost two hours followed and 
then came the news that told of another victory over the sea. 
“Torres has saved all. Washington Maru will proceed to des 
tinatioit,” A few minutes later the wireless of the Washington Maru 
relayed additional details. 
“Cabo Hatteras completely abandoned. Crew picked up by Cabo 
Torres and standing by.”

Prof. Nutsell proposes that the 
government establishe a cat and 
rat farm in the center of the local 
irrigation district, naively explain­ 
ing that the cats will catch the 
rats and eat the carcasses, thus 
rustling their own sustenance. The 
government, he elucidates, 
will 
kill the cats and sell the pelts. The 
rat* will eat the cat carcasses.

Oscar W. Underwood, who has b^tn in public 
life for 33 years, now is a private citizen after 
having added lustre to the state which he repre­ 
sented first in the hall* of the lower house of 
congress and later as democratic leader of the 
senate. 
In the voluntary retirement of Mr. Under­ 
wood, Alabama has lost a tried and true public 
servant. 
His opinions not always have been in 
line with the majority opinion of Alabamians, 
but the people of this state always 
had 
the 
knowledge that Mr. Underwood’s position was 
open and frank, that in support of it he would 
reflect credit upon himself and the state. 
There 
was not a great deal of guessing on how Oscar 
Underwood stood on the more prominent ques­ 
tions of (he day. 
In those trying day* of issue- 
dodging that was an admirable trait. 
V As one of the outstanding democratic leaders 
of the South Mr. Underwood frequently was men­ 
tioned at a possibility to head the democratic 
ticket in the presidential election. 
Strange to 
say, it was Mr. Underwood who finally branded 
as false the ancient belief that a man from the 
South could not be nominated. 
In the 1912 convention, he was supported by 
the delegations of a number of Southern states 
in which he had defeated Woodrow Wilson and 
other candidates in pre-convention 
primaries. 
In that convention, it did look as if there was a 
strong possibility of Mr, Underwood’s selection 
if ho could win the support of the delegations 
from states outside the South. This support was 
not forthcoming, however, and the opportunity 
to nominate a Southerner was permitted to slip 
past. 
In 1924, twelve years later, Mr. Underwood 
again was a candidate before the democratic con­ 
vention, but he had confined his caipjpaign large­ 
ly to Alabama and was depending on a stampede 
of the convention to him to gain the nomination. 
Hi* strategy was strong enough, but ME Under- 
wood, by his denunciation of the Klar, 
his 
opposition to the prohibition amendment, had 
lost his Southern strength. 
When the expected 
break came, and eastern and 
western 
states 
dropped into the Underwood column, his total was 
flattering, but the other Southern states refused 
to cast their ballots for him, and again an oppor­ 
tunity to nominate a Southerner was lost. 
Mr. Underwood's name is mentioned occasional­ 
ly even now in connection with the next conven­ 
tion, but The Daily does not believe that he will 
be a powerful factor. 
Underwood has always 
dared to speak his mind . . . and «hat is not al­ 
ways conducive to political success. 
Mr. Underwood plans to retire to his Virginia 
estate and his home in Birmingham, there to 
write his memoirs. The Daily joins with the peo­ 
ple of Alabama iq wishing him the best of for­ 
tune.
